AEDROFE QUARTET IN 
FINE SONG PROGRAM 


Civic Music League Ends Sea- 
son With Unusual Pro- 
gram at Odeon. 


The Civic Music League closed 
its season at the Odeon last night 
with a joint recital by the Ked- 
roff Quartet and Alfred Wallen- 
stein, solo ‘cellist of the Chicago 
orchestra. It was a concert well 
above the usual both in kind and 
quality and principally on account 
of the Russian singers. Mr. Wall- 
enstein’s contributions to the pro- 
gram were satisfactory without be- 
ing illuminating. 

The Kedroffs, as might have 
beén expected are considerably dif- 
ferent from the male quartet one 
customarily hears in an American 
concert hall when one hears such 
a thing at all. The four parts of 
the quartets they sang lay too far 
apart and had _ too individual a 
character to enable them to get 


any benefit from the easy effects 
that may be obtained with close 
harmony. In fact the charm of 
these singers lay more in the au- 
thentic characterizations they pre- 
sented; their general skill and 
taste, rather than in the sensuous 
beauty of their voices. 

That their skill was of an un- 
usual order was demonstrated by 
the ease with which they sang dif- 
ficult numbers, such as “In Mem- 
ory of Those Fallen in Battle,” 
preserving the balance of tone and 
maintaining the pitch perfectly. 
Their taste was always in evidence 
—but chiefly in numbers where the 
music was least distinguished, for 
at such times it was only their 
artistry that kept it up to standard. 
The “Evening Song,” by F. Abt, 
had the glamorous touch of ro- 
manticism when presented by Mr. 
Dennissoff, the first tenor, against 
a background furnished™ by the 
other three singers. But it might 
have easily become reduced to a 
commonplace sentimentailty if Mr. 
Dennissoff had not sung with such 
admirable restraint. The Kedroffs 
also had humor and an unmistak- 
able charm of manner. 

In short, the Kedroffs conquered 
because of seasoned, sensitive mu- 
\sicianship and an impeccable ideal 
of appropriateness. Desides the 
regular program, they gave a num- 
ber of encores which C. N. Kedroff 
announced from the platform.

ONDON street names are phan-

ding, custard sauce. Meatless din- 
ner, salmon loaf with egg sauce, 
baked potatoes, 
graham muffins, tomato jelly salad, 
home-canned fruit, wafers. Eve- 
ning lunch, creamed oysters on 
toast, fruit nut salad with whipped 
cream, hot cheese biscuits.”
